Prison or the gallows, and eternal misery im the world to come ! 


Races. —The Races over the course at New-Market, will commence ou 
Tuesday next, and continue for three days. A number of excellent horses 
are in training for the occasion, and it is believed there will be better sport 
than has been witnessed on this course, for several years. ‘T'hree horses will 
start for the first day’s purse, (four mile heats,) at one o’clock in the after- 
noon, aud at 4 o’eclock there will be a sseep-stakes, for which four horses 
have already entered. In the afternoon of the last day’s racing there will be 
a match race, (distance two miles,) between the Hermaptrodite and Prize- 
Fighter, two very fast horses. { New-York papers, Oci. 6, 1815 | 

To the disgrace of our country, we are invited in the above article 
toa scene of folly, dissipation and wickedness, at a moment when 
whole communities are s;narting under the divine displeasure, as ma- 
nifested in the late tremendous and destructive hurricane: For al- 
though the infidel and the fool-hardy, the vicious and the vain, may 
sneer at the idea of a Divine Judgment in the late tempest; yet 
sure we are,. that every enlightened, moral and religious observer, 
must not only perceive in it the chastising haud of Heaven, but must 
be deeply sensible that such scenes of idieness and iniquity, as the 
above notice contemplates, are eminently caleulaied to draw down 


upon us signal chastisements, like that recently inflicied. 


What is a horse-race ? Simply a rivalship of speed between two 
brutes: But these brutes are mounted, and spurred over the course, 
by beings who claim to possess rational and immortal souls. Other 
beings of the same description stand by, and risk their money in bett- 
ing upon the superior speed of a favourite courser; while many 
others, who do not join in this, are engaged in other gambling, 
equally disgraceful and immoral, and in almost every variety of folly, 
riot and profligacy, such as drinking, quarreling and blaspheming the 
name of Heaven! ‘lo these may be added a crowd of spectators, ac- 
tuated by mere idle curiosity, and among whom are many virtuous 
and well disposed, who are liable to have their virtue shocked, if not 
contaminated, by the gross and indecent scenes which are passing be- 
fore them. It happens, indeed, very often, that innocent and unsus- 
pecting young men and women, especially young women who live 
by servile labour, are initiated, at these exhibitions, in a career of 
vice and infamy, at the bare thought of which they would before 
have shuddered with horror. The former, perhaps, with the most 
tespectable parents and connexions, and the fairest prospects in life, 
sink into worthless profligates. The latter exchange virtuous poverty, 
industry, and a decent livieg, for a state of precarious dependence 





And for what are these evils, so destructive of our civil, political 
and religious institutions, to be encountered ? For the purpose, we 
are sagely told, of improving our breed of horses. But we venture 
to say, that this is one of the most bare-faced absurdities, ever attempt- 
ed to be palmed upon a discerning public. It is well known to those 
who understand the subject, that horses bred to the course are fit for 
little or nothing else. They are bad, because unsafe, under the sad- 
die, to all but the most expert jockies, and they are worse still for the 
carriage or heavier draught, wanting strength as well as steadiness. 
The good saddle, carriage or draught horse, is of a different breed al- 
together from the race-horse. ‘The one is possessed of all the useful 
qualities, wanted in such animals by the gentleman, farmer or dray - 
man; whilst the other, like too many of those who make the most 
use of him, is vicious and worthless every” where but on the turf.— 
Well-bred gentlemen, want strong, steady, well-broke, genteel saddle 
or carriage horses; and farmers or draymen, want well-broke, stout- 
built, steady, strong and useful draught horses. On the contrary, the 
rac orse is of a delicate frame, capable of a short-lived exertion only, 
wl.em compared with the capacity of the draught-horse. And here 
it may be asked, how is horse-racing to improve the breed, when the 
very discipline or “ training,” by which race-herses are prepared for 
the turf, is similar in effect to high-seasoned food, or any other stimu- 
lus, upon the human frame; producing, by an extraordinary and un- 
usual excitement, a temporary degree of strength and spirits, beyond 
what they naturally possess, and invariably leaving the sukject weak- 
er than before the stimulus was applied. ‘This alone, proves, that the 
exertion of the animal on the turf is a forced and unnatural exertion ; 
for although all horses run naturally, yet they do not naturally run in 
competition or rivalship; nor are they goaded, when running wild in 
the freedom of nature, by the whip or the spur, or any other impulse 
than that by which nature, always wise and provident, directs them: 
And nothing is more certain, than that all forced and unnatural ex- 
ertion tends to destroy instead of improve the state of animal exist- 
ence. Ina land, where virtue, morality and industry, prevail over 
their opposite vices, we repeat if, soun!, steady, strong horses only 
are wanted; and race-horses, it cannot be too often inculcated, are 
fit for neither saddle nor draught, as respects either steadiness or 
strength. They are fit only for the vicious and idle purpose, to 
which they are trained; and the sooner the breed is lost, the better 
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for the temporal and eternal weal of all who have hitherto been ad- } lions, and millions, of fertile acres, faying waste, for future generations 


dicted to the sports of the turf. ‘ 

Since, then, the argument in favour of a pernicious practice, which 

horse-racers, and their idie or thoughtless advocates, pretend to de- 
rive from the improvement of our breed of horses, falls to the ground 
the next thing we are told is, that in all ages and countries, such pub- 
lic sports have been found necessary and useful! But this, we pre- 
sume, must be meant in the same sense, that the drunkard finds his 
bottle useful, when once he has gone so far in drinking, that the or- 
gans of his stomach require a constant stimulus to preserve a febrile 
existence ; an existence which is of itself a curse, and which is short- 
ened by every recurrence to the intoxicaling draught. We are re- 
ferred, however, to the chariot-races, the amphitheatres, and circus- 
ses of Greece and Rome, in ancient times; and to modern Europe for 
many public sports, such as masquerades, buil-baitings, and pugilistic 
matches, as well as horse-racing, and every other species of idle and 
profligate amusement. ‘To cut this part of our argument short, we 
boldly affirm,. that in no state, either ancient or modern, have any 
such practices prevailed while the people retained their primitive vir- 
tue and simplicity : "hat whenever and wherever they have prevail- 
ed, they bave invariably marked the decline of freedom and virtue, 
religion and morality. In fact, in all nations, the very dawn of vice 
has been the sure precursor of ruin. “ Vice of all kinds,” says the 
courtly, but pious and excellent Paley, “ but vice most particularly 
“ of the licenticus kind, is astonishingly infectious. A little leaven 
“ Jeaveneth the whole lump.” But shall a young nation, just emerg- 
ing from infancy, be taught to look to the charioteers, the gladiators, 
and the idle and vicious rabbles of corrupt and degenerate Greece and 
Rome for examples? Shall a young nation, like ours, blest with the 
light and liberty of the gospel, derive its manners from the heathen 
ages, wher neither virtue, nor morality and religion, could claim avy 
thing definite in their name, their nature, their motive or their end ? 
When what was virtue in one school of Philosophers, was vice in 
another? And when religion had as many gods, as philosophy ‘had 
various, distracted, and conflicting schools; nay, when every school 
was liable to incessant divisions, and the whole system of religion, mo- 
rals and manners exhibited another @xuaos, till the plastic hand of 
the Redeemer, and the pure and radiant light of his Divine Word, 
brought order out of confusion, and poured upon the visual orb of a 
benighted age, the bright beams of redeeming wisdom and glory ! 
Or shall a young Republic, boasting of its improvement in civil law, 
and political liberty, take examples from the sports and games of the 
Monarchies of Modern Europe, old as they are in vice and corruption, 
apd sinking as they rapidly are, into the same gulf of oblivion that has 
long since received the glory of Greece and of Rome? If we go 
back to ancient vations for sports and pastimes, why not copy also 
their confused philosophy and idolatry, their omens, their oracles, 
and their worship of false gods? And if we look to modern Europe 
for a similar purpose, why not look there also for government and 
laws? Why not change our political constitutions, as well as demo- 
ralize our manyers, in order to be equal with European nations in pub- 
lic as well as private degeneracy ? 

We have free constitutions, purchased by the blood of our fathers. 
We possess a country abounding in every resource that can make 
map happy, or bespeak the glory of the creator; and we have mil- 








to cultivate andimprove. ‘The blessings of our government, and Our 
location upon the face of the globe, surpass those of all other people, 
so great and unspeakable has been the goodness of God, in directing 


; | our pious ancestors to this chosen retreat from all the vices, and ag. 


sylum from all the oppressions of the old world. 

When we reflect upon these multiplied blessings, which the al. 
bountiful God has bestowed upon us, how natural is it, that every 
pious and grateful heart should feel the full weight of its obligations 
to Heaven? And-so feeling, to wish for the preservation of these 
blessings, unmingled with alloy, uncontaminated by vice, idleness and 
profligacy ; and hallowed in being possessed by a virtuous pe, as 
well as in flowing from a heavenly source. 

But how grossly are they contaminated, how wickedly are they 
perverted, by the very pastime to whieh we are invited in the notice 
prefixed to these reflections ? How prostituted is the intellect, if in- 
tellect it can be called, and the time and labour, which are lost in 
“ training” a brute beast for a rival-ship of speed with a fellow-brute ? 
if he be a father, who thus murders his time, how mach better mig! 
he be employed in “ fratning” his children to run the race of virtue 
and piety, in the heavenly course marked out by the Saviour of man- 
kind, than in “ éraining” a brute for an exbibition, which is perhaps 
to lure those children, his beloved offspring, to temporal and eternal 
perdition! But small iodeed is the consideration of evil, confined (o 
one individual, when compared with the consideration of that which 


flows to thousands, from the existence of these practices or sports of 


the turf. ‘Time mispent by. all classes; the bands of virtue dissolved :; 
Youth initiated, and middle age confirmed in depravity: Idleness, 
the bane of every virtue, and the parent of every vice, encouraged 
and extended: The laws of the land set at defiance: And the laws 
of Gop disregarded, nay, trampled under foot, by the cheat, the 








swindler, the debanchee, and the biasphemer, who are congregate! 
ind Ai like Shakespeare's “ Wack spirits and white, blue s spirits and 
grey,’ on the race-ground or course, the course of Saran, which 
* Jeads down to the gates of Hein!” 

Thisis buta faint picture of the race-ground, and the evils which 
flow from its toleration among us. Would to Heaven, that those of 
its deluded votaries who still retain some share of virtue, and whose 
example alone preserves the practice, might be led to reflect serious- 
ly upon the vice and misery which ere the ofspring of their attaeh- 
ment to an idje sport! ‘They would then view it iv the same odious 
light, in which every entightened well-wisher of his country, aud of 
mankind, and every pious Christian, has ever viewed it. 
having fallen from their eyes, they would abandon the race-ground fo: 
a nobler course, where prizes of inmortal stump and value crown 
those who are victorious; and thousands, who by their example, are 
now exposed to ever-lasting ruin, would hereafter “ rise up and call 
them bleszed !” To those who are hardened in their propensity for 
the turf, and the vices connected with if, may God, of his infinite 
mercy, direct some ministering angel of salvation, to soften their 
hearts, and subdue their fatal passion. ‘To those who are professed 
moralists and Christians, but are nevertheless frequently led to the 
race-ground, for want of reflection, we beg leave to say. this evening 
—If you have to-day attended a borse-race, and had your moral sense 
insulted and sheeked, blunted, impaired, and degraded, by the in- 
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famous scenes there presented; are you qualified, under such degra- 
dation of miad, to approach to-morrow the altar of God, in thet spirit 
of pure devotion, which is worthy of an imasorial 20u), offering up 
jts homage to the eternal source Of its existence, and the arbiter of 
its eternal happiness or misery ! 

Thus far, we have viewed the subject in relation to the welfare of 
man and society. But do not the poor brutes, who form the principal, 
and we may safely say the most rational, actors in the scenes of the 
turf, also deserve consideration. How often are these animals, thus 
sported with, goaded on by the spur to exertions beyond their strength, 
till they fall dead upon the course, or are led off at best but living 
monuments of their own departed strength and agility, and of man’s 
thoughtless aod cruel folly. ‘Thus broken down upon the course, if 
they survive the injury, they are turned over to the hack or the dray- 
man, to perform services for which they were but illy fitted in their 
best days, and soon sink, under accumulated wrongs, into a state of 
non-existence. But in this condition, if the term may be allowed, 
they have the advantage of those rational and dignified animals, to 
whose pleasure they have been sacrificed, as they have no souls to 
ve either happy or miserable after death; while, on the contrary, the 
jatter stand a chance of enduring a state of things, compared with 
which, even non-existence would be cladly embraced as a blessing ! 

When, therefore, both man and béast, are taken into the account, 

how powerful are the molives ia every heart attuned to bumanity, 
morality aud religion, for abolishing the practice of which we com- 
plain, as often cruel and barbarous in relation to the poor animals 
sported with, a wide departare from the virtuous habits of our ances- 
ors, Cangerous,.in the highest degree, to the purity of the rising ge- 
eration, destructive to fhe good order and happiness of society, aud 
hove all, obnoxious and offensive to the eternal laws of righteousness 
lecreed by our Divine Creator and Benefactor. Vv.

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| BETHLEHEM MORAL SOCIETY. 


+o 


First semi-annual meeting of the Bethlehem Socicty, for the prome- 
tien of Good Morals and Suppression of Vice, held at New-Scotland 
Church, on the 3d day of October, 1815. 

Agreeably to a resolution passed the 2nd September last, the meet- 
ing was opened by prayer, and an appropriate discourse delivered by 
the Rev. T. Haliday, from the 19th chap. of Lev. 17th verse. “ Thou 
** shalt not hate thy brother in thine heart: thou shalt iu any wise re- 
“ buke thy neighbour, and not suffer sin upon him.” 

After divine service the meeting proceeded to business. 

‘lhe following Constitution was read and unanimously adopted, to- 
gether with the preamble :-— 


WE the eitizens of the town of Bethlehem, have, in common with 
our brethren in other parts of the State, long lamented that open vio- 
lation of the laws of God and our country, so prevalent among us, not- 
withstanding we have the laws of God in our mother tongue, andin 
the possession of almost every family, and a portion of it read and ex- 
plained every Sabbath; and also, laws enacted by the State for the 
suppression of vice and immorality—it is evident, that public morals 
are becoming more vitiated. 

The rapidity with which the sins of intemperance, profane swear- 
ing, and Sabbath-breaking, grow in this town, is truly alarming. As 
believers of Holy Writ, we think we see the arm of Divine justice 
ready to strike our nation with sudden destruction, uniess a reforma- 
lion he effected, and consequently, that it becomes every patriot, as 
well as Christian, to be alive in producing such a reformation. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art.I. This Society shall be known by the name of the Bethlehem 
Society for the promotion of Good Morals and Suppresston of Vice. 

Art. Il. The object of this Society shall be to promote good morals 
aud discountenance vice generally, and especially profaneness, 
drunkenness, and gross breaches of the Sabbath. 

4rt. 1H]. Any person suastatning a fair moral Character, shall, on 
subscribing the Constitution, and paying a sum not less than twenty- 
five cents, become a member. Each member shall pay annually to 
the treasurer a sum not less than twelve and a half cents. 

Art. fy’. Each member shall hold himself bound, to endeavour by 
example, counsel, persuasion and warning, or by other kind and pru- 
dent methods, to reclaim the transgressors of any of the laws of this 
State for the suppression of vice and immorality. When these lenient 
measures shall prove ineffectual, or when circumstances shall require 
it, it shall be the duty of the members to aid the justices of the peace, 
lor the county, in having the offenders punished agreeably to the act 
for suppressing immorality, passed March 5, 1813, by the Lecislature 
of this State. 

Art. ¥. 'The stated meetings of this Society shall be semi-annual, 
viz: on the first Tuesday of October and the first Tuesday of June. 

Art. Vi. Ten members, in avy meeting regularly assembled, shall 
constitate a quorum. 

4rl. V Il, The officers of this Society shali consist of a President, 
Vice-President, a Secretary and Treasurer, who shall be elected an- * 
nually, at their meeting in June, who, together with five persons cho- 
sen for that purpose, at the same time, shall form a committee to su 
perintend the general concerns of the Society. 

Art. VIH. Wt shalt be the duty of the President, at the request of a 
majority of the Society, or any six members thereof, to invite some 
clergyman dn goo standing, to preech a Sermon at the opening of 
each stated meeting, and in case of the absence of the President, the 
Vice-President shall exercise all the powers and perform the duties of 
the President. It shall be the duty of the Secretary, duly to notify 
all meetings, and keep a fair record of the doings of the Society.— 
The Treasurer shall collect the monies and keep the accounts of the 
Society, and report at each stated meeting the state of the funds. It 
shall be the duty of the committee to arrange an’ present for (he eon- 
sideration of the Society, such plans or measures as they shall deem 





coincident with the principles, and calculated to promote the object 
of the Society ; to report the result of sueh measures as shall have been 
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adopted at each stated meeting ; to correspond through the medium 
of the Secretary with similar institutions; to elect members in the 
recess of the Society; to pay a compassionate attention to the youth 
of either sex, who from poverty, or other causes, may be growing. up 
in idleness and vice, and shall endeavour to rescue them from ruin, ei- 
ther by recommending them to the proper authorities, or by appropri- 
ating to their instruction »nd reformation such portion af the Society’s 
funds as they may deein expedient. The conunittee shall meet semi- 
annually,and at such other times as shall be notified by the chairman 
of the commiitee, with the advice of any two members of the com- 
mittee, any five of whom shall be a sufficient number to transact busi- 
ness. 
Art. IX. The Seciety shall have power at any stated meeting to 
dismiss any memher whose conduct is manilestly unfriendly to the de- 
signs of the institution. 

Art. X. No article of this Constitution shall be altered, except by 
a majority of three-fourths of the members present at a stated meet- 
ing. 
art. XI. That the place for holding the semi-annual meetings shall 
he designated by a majority of the Society, at their preceding semi- 
annual meeting. .- 

The Committee offered the following Communication, by way of 
Report. 


The committee of the Society for the promotion of morality and 
suppression of vice, in the town of Bethlehem, reflecting that this is 
the first time that the Society bave met since ifs organization, and 
being under the impression, that the prineiples and objects may not 
be understood by all, think proper, to call the attention of the Society 
aod their fellow-townsmen, to a few remarks en the nature aud effects 
of such associations. 

The committee would barcly suggest, that the object of all associa- 
tions for the suppression of vice and the encouragement of :2orals, 
might be easily undersiood, and much easier put in practice, if the 
Society be intent.upon all. the moral virtues. which tend to make the 
path of the weary pilgrim pleasant, and coothe the sarrows of this life ; 
but this is not generally the practice of mankind ; human nature is 
found ia many different shapes, and is possessed of. many. diiferent 
qualities. When Societies are formed snd led with the belief, thet 
there isa God who made them, to whose git they owe al! the pow- 
ers and faculties of their souls, to whose providence they owe all! the 
blessings of their lives, and by whose permission it is, that they ex- 
ercise and-enjoy them ; that they are placed in (his world as crea- 
tures of a day, hastening to the place from whence they sha!! not re- 
turn; that they are accouatable for their conduet and behaviour to 
that greatest and wisest of Beings, belore whose judgment-seat they 
must finally appear, andreeeive the things doue inthe body, whether 
they are good, or whether they are bat. Then, indeed, would mo- 
rality flourish as-a green bay-tree, and vice as achamerl, hide its face. 
But on the other hard, when Sccieties are formed, and the members 


thereof close up the avenues which lead to their hearts, and are not | 


exercised in the above thouglits, aod can see a fellow creature plaung- 
ing into viee, whieh evidently tends to the ruin of both his sou! and 
body,. without making an effort to save him, is truly alarming, and 
shoul draw,forth the energy of all who have, or wish to have,.an in- 
terest in the Redeemer’s cause. 

Tle commitiee would further suggest, that there is an evil which 
prevails in some of the Inns or Taverns of this town, which requires 
animadversion. It is oliservable, that in many. of them, men are suf- 
fered to tipple and drink to intoxication, and others who profess the 
name of Christianity, will look on and encourage the vice. Evenon 
the Lord’s Day, some of our Innkeepers. will indulge men dn this 
wicked practice, and suffer thenr, in their inebriation, together with 
vollies of profane cursing and swearing—“ these things ought not to 


be ;” and as long as these practices are suffered to. pasa-with impunity, . 


in vaio will be the efforts of moral societies. We. have laws for the 
suppression of vice and immorality, and until they are put in force by 
every member of this Society, immorality wil] prevail. Let notices 
be printed and put up at each Ina, informing the Innkeeper and those 


whe frequent his house, that the law to suppress vice and immorali( h 
will be put in force against all its violators, and aiter sufficient tine 
given, let every member make it his indispensable duty to bring (o 
justice all offenders... By such a-mode of procedure, the nature and 
efforts: of associations. of this kind wilh have their salgtary. force, and 
vice, that monster and bane of human happiness will be driven (rom 
our borders, and the tender. plants of virtue, trained and cultivated 
by the hands of morality, may flourish and grow until their branches 
shall extend and cover our soil, where we may recline in the evening 
of our day, and reflect on a well spent life, and the hope of a glorious 
immortality. 

The law above referred to, was passed March 5, 1813, and is ag 
follows :-— 

An ACT for suppressing Immorality. 
Passed March 5, 1813. 


¥ BE it enacted by the People of the State of New-York, represented 
in Senate and Assembly, That there shall be no travelling, servile la. 
boring. or working, (works of necessity and charity excepted) shoot- 
ing, fishing, sporting, playing, horse-racing, hunting, or frequenting of 
trippling-houses, or any unlawful exercises or pastimes by any person 
or persons within this state, on the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday ; and that every person being of the age of fourteen 
years or upwards, offending in the premises, shall, for every such of 
fence ,forieit and pay tothe use of the poor of the city or town where 
such offence shall be committed, the sum of one dollar: And that no 
person shall expose to sale any wares, merchandize, fruit, herbs, goods 
or chattels, upon the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday, 
except small meat, aml milk and fish, before nine of the clotk in the 
morning, upon pain that every person so offending shall foricit th 
same goods so exposed to sale to the use of the poor of the city or 
town where such offence shall be committed, aud if any person offen. 
ing in any of the premises shall be thereof convicted before ‘any ju 
tice of the peace for the county, or any mayor, recorder, or alderman 
of the cily where the offence shall be committed, upon the view ¢ 





the said justice, mayor, recorder or alderman, or confession of the pat 
| ty offending, or proof of any witness or witnesses upon oath, then (le 
| said justice, mayor, recorder, or alderman, before whom suely convic 
| tion shall be had, shall direct and send his warrant, onder his hav 
and seal, to some constable of the city.or county where (the offine 
shall have been committed, commanding to seize and take the good 
so exposed to scle as aforesaid, and to sell the same, anid to levy tle 
sail other forfeitures or penalties by distress and sale of the goods an! 
chattels of such offenders, and to pay the money arising by the #! 
of such goods so seized, and the said other forfeitures and penalties 
to tive overseers of the poor of the city or town where the said offen 
or offences sball have been committed, for the use of the poor ther 
of; and in ease no such distress can be had, then everysuch offenié

THE STORM. 
The foliowing is an account of the late storm, as itaffected Baingr- 


porT, Conn. It is copied from the paper of that place.

The late storm, which commenced on 4 hursday iast, continued 
with increasing violence until 11 o’clock on Saturday morning, the 
wind during the whole time blew a severe gale, accompanied with 
rain, from the N. E. and had so much increased the waters in the 
Sound, that the tide, which in ordinary weather would have been full 
at iwo o'clock and 44 minutes, attained its greatest height at 12 o'clock 


30 minutes, aud was then near six feet above cominon flood tides, , 


and had it not fortunately happened that the wind some hours before 
the tide was at full, veered round to the N. W. it must have risen to 
an alarming height. The oldest inhabitants do not remember go high 
a tide by nearly one foot. ‘The water through the whole length of 
Water-strcet was of sufficient depth for the largest long-boat to pass 
loaded with passengers. Considerable damage has been sustained in 
the stores along the shore, by the destruction of salt, grain, anu other 
buiky articles that could not speedily be removed. 

‘he fruit and shade trees have suffered severely in the borough 
and its vicinity; most of the large and beautiful weeping-willows on 
the public square have been either torn up by the roots or wrenched 
off at their trunks. A great part of the railing of the long bridge over 
the harbor was blown down and drifted away; the bridge in other re- 
spects has received little or no injury, though the water was up to, 
and in some places on the floor. ‘lhe mill-cam or causeway between 
the point and the yellow mill has been rendered impassible for seme 
time, the bridge over the sluices being mostly broken up and removed, 
notwithstanding every precaution was used for their preservation by 
unkanging the flood gates, before the water had risen to its height. 
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FROM FAIRHAVEN, Maas. 

The damage sustained here and at New-Bed/ford, in the late gale, 
is immense, amd almost indescribable. [ will, however, attempt to 
inform you of a part, such as has fallen within my notice. ‘The tide 
rose, between five and six feet higher than was ever known by the 
oldest inhabitants, and from ten to twelve feet higher than is common 
at full tides—the wind blowing directly up the river, made a tremen-

Extract from Movton’s New-England’s Memorial—page 103. 


“ 1635. This year, on Saturday, the fifteenth day of August, was 
such a mighty storm of wind and rain as none now living in these 
parts, either English or Indian, had seen the like, being like those 
Hurricanes or 'l'uffins that writers mention to be in the Indies. It 
began in the morning a little before day, and grew not by degrees, 
but came with great violence in the beginnipg, to the great amaze- 
ment ofmany. It blew down sundry houses and uncovered divers 
others: civers vessels were iost at sea in it, and many more in ex- 
treme danger. It caused the sea to swell in some places to the south- 
ward of Plymouth, as that it rose to twenty feet right up and down, 
and made many of the Indians to climb into the trees for their safety. 
It threw down all the corn to the ground, which never rose more; 
the which, through the mery of God, it being near harvest time, was 
not lost, though much the worse; and had the wind continued with- 
out shifting, in likelihood it would have drowned some part of the 
country. It blew down many hundred thousands of trees, turned up 
the stronger by the roots, and breaking the high pine trees and such 
like in the midst, and the tal! young oaks and walnut trees of good 
hieness, were wound as withes uy it, very strange to behold. Jt be- 
gan in the south-east, and veered sundry ways, but the greatest force 
of it at Plymouth was from the former quarter; it continued not in 
extremity above five or six hours before the violence of it began to 
abate; the marks of it will remain (his many years, in those parts 
alter.” 

Extract from Holmes’s American Annals, page 233. 

“1635. An extremely violent storm of wind and rain from the 
south-east, ou the filleenth of August, did great injury in New-Eng- 
land. laiumense numbers of forest.trees were destroyed.—Many hou- 
ses were unreofed; many blown down; and the fudiao corn was 
beaten to the earth.

ven some distance astern. Whilst beating up, they were overtaken by a severe squall, a 
moment before which, the watch on board the sehooner had discovered them standing on 
the wind with starboard tacks on board. When the squa!! subsided, nota vestige of them 
was to be seen; the cutter being heavily ballasted with pig-iron, must have sunk imume- 
diately under them, and al! on board perished. By this unfortunate oecurrence, the ser- 
vice has been deprived of two young, yet very valuable officers, in whose characters 
were combined every manly and endearing virtue. —— VIRGINIA. In Powhatan coun- 
ty, Col. Wittiam Sxipwirn, an officer of the revolution.
